BIG BRITISH SMASH 
STILL CONTINUES 


BRITISH ARMY HEADQUAR- 
TORS IN FRANCE, ‘Nov. 24—Bour- 
Yon Wood, which dominated Cambria 
from the west, probably is in the 
hands of the British this morning. 

Meager reports indicate that Mo- 
@uvfes may have fallen. According 
to the latest information, Fontaine is 
ablaze. 

LONDON, Nov. 24—The battle of 
Cambria was renewed today and the 
gap torn in the Hindenburg line by 
the mighty British smash on Tues- 
lay was enlarged. 

At dawn the British assaulted the 
bigh ground around Bourlon Wood 
and carried it in a storm attack. 

Both to the east and west of the 
wood dominating ground was won 
from its German defenders. 

Powerful German counter attacks 
driven into their front west of Cam- 
against the flanks of the salient 
bria on the Arras front, have all been 
repulsed by the British. 


ITALY MAKES GOOD 
ON THE DEFENSIVE 


ROME, Nov. 24.—The flower of 
the Austro-German army has been 
checked by the Italians. The bat- 
tle between the Piave and Brena 
valleys is still raging, according to 
word from the front today, but the 


Teuton invaders were still held at 


bay by the Italian defense. 


CIVIL WAR SURE 
IN RUSSIA SOON 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24—Accep- 
tance by Germany of the Bolsheviki 
tender of a separate peace between 
the Central Powers and Russia will 
be followed by complete anarchy in 
Russia. Confidential advices receiv- 
ed here made this clear today. The 
Russian situtaton daily grows worse. 

THE HAGUE, Nov. 24.—Actual 
negotiations for an armistice on theh 
eastern front have been opened, said | 
a dispatch from Copenhagen today, 
It quoted the Social Democraten as 
its authority.
